2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-6 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
invention as a whole, including a plurality of agents connected to a task manager and a plurality of sub-agents independently 
connected to each of the agents and each of the application computers. 

Claims 7-21 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
invention as a whole, including monitoring a message at a lowest common format, comparing the content of the message to a 
validator key, and extracting a message key if the content of the message matches the validator key. 

Claims 1-21 the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can be 
made or used in industry.
